H. E. Jaques was born and grew up at Danville, lowa. He was in 
business in Burlington three years after graduating from business col- 
lege and taught public school six years. He joined the faculty of Iowa 
Wesleyan College in 1907 and was made Head of the Biology Depart- 
ment in 1912 and Professor Emeritus in 1947. He is a member of several 
science organizations and has published numerous papers on biological 
subjects. 


At the college he organized the Iowa Insect Survey, a seasonal and 
geographic distribution study of the Insects of Iowa and used it in teach- 
ing systematic entomology. Under his direction the survey collection 
was built to where it contained over 7,000 species and 300,000 speci- 
mens of Jowa insects. This collection is widely known and rather fre- 
quently used by specialists. 


His most outstanding contribution to science is the Pictured-Key 
Nature Books (see pp. 2, 45) which in recent years. takes much of his 
timé. He is the author of nine of these books and secures authors for 
the other titles and edits, proofreads and otherwise guides these manu- 
scripts through their production or revision. Thirteen outstanding bio- 
logists have written the remainder of the now-22 Nature books. These 
books are well known and widely used. Several new titles are in 
preparation.

Family unity is a great theme and is enthusiastically promoted by 
this group.

Doctor Stoner’s days are filled at the Laboratory with research on 
effects of radiation on immunity and susceptibility to infectious dis- 
eases, and with radioisotope work with worms and antibodies. 


In the summer of 1958 he lectured before the VIIIth International 
Microbiology Congress which was held in Stockholm, Sweden, title 
"The Effects of Chromic Cobalt-60 Gamma Radiation on Tetanus Anti- 
toxin Production’’ and also lectured and visited laboratories and uni- 
versities in Denmark, The Netherlands, England and Scotland. In April, 
1960, he lectured in San Francisco before the Radiotron Research So- 
ciety, title: “Comparative Radiosensitivity of the Primary and Second- 
ary Antibody Responses.”

OUR NATURE BOOKS 


The Jaques name likely has its widest recognition in connection 
with the Jaques Pictured-Key Nature Books, now numbering twenty-two 
titles (see list on page 2), for they are widely used in schools, colleges, 
club work, etc. 


Since this Christmas Greetings booklet imitates the style of the 
Pictured-Key books, it would seem that a bit of history of that Nature - 
Series might well be in order. 


In the late 1920’s we began working on a book for identifying the 
beetles in which the key statements would be explained with drawings 
and each species identified in the book would be both pictured and 
described. Our students helped with numerous drawings. 


Before that manuscript was completed a good friend challenged us 
to “write an insect book’ which he would publish, and repeated the 
offer until we decided to accept it. Some of the introductory material 
was taken from the beetle book and made applicable for this ‘How To 
Know The Insects.” 


The pathway of an author is often filled with numerous obstuc- 
tions. When the ‘‘Insects’’ manuscript was completed it finally seemed 
best to do our own publishing and selling. The Iowa Academy of 
Science had a fund for helping struggling authors. With aid of their 
loan, the first edition was printed (1936) and a modest promotion cam- 
paign started. 


The illustrated-key idea seemed to meet a real need and suggested 
a series of nature books. By 1943 we had finished writing and had 
published four other Nature books in similar style and had adopted 
the name “Pictured-Key’ for our Nature Series of books. 


That same spring we published “How To Know The Spring Flowers” 
which our daughter Mabel had written and illustrated. Other books by 
“outside” authors followed until now thirteen different authors have 
thus contributed to the Pictured-Key Nature Series. We have contracts 
with several other authors who are now working on manuscripts to

further expand the series. Our authors are authorities in their field; 
some are teachers, others research specialists, etc. Authors are needed 
for identification manuals in still other subjects. We are always happy 
to hear from one who has an urge to write such books. 


Our success at selling and mailing out the books presently imposed 
a too heavy burden for 707 North Main. Accordingly the Wm. C. Brown 
Company on April 15, 1945 took over the publishing and selling, which 
left us free to give more time to other phases of the work. 


A great number of friends have cheered us on and helped in in- 
numerable ways. We shall mention only two although we are highly 
grateful to them all. Professor R. B. Wylie and Professor H. S. Conard, 
as members of the Iowa Academy committee, granted our starting loan 
and gave us much good advice. Doctor Conard also wrote our seventh 
book, ‘How To Know The Mosses,” which was later revised and en- 
larged by including the Liverworts. He has been an ideal. author and 
very helpful friend.
